ANOTHER AIR=-LINE WRECK 


’ Im Which Three Men are Hilled. 

CuarLotre, December 27.—Intelligence 
ofanother frightfal railroad disaster reacb- 
ed this city this morning about 8 o'clock. 
It occurred on the Ajir-Line  ratlroad, 


500 yards beyond Paw creek trestle, nine 
miles from thiscity, about 7 o’clock. Two 
freight trains of the usual size leit Char- 
lotte yesterday morning in sections, one 
about fifteen minutes behind the other. 
On the up grade just teyond Paw creek 
trestle fourteen cars of the forward train, 
Engineer Anthony, broke loose and stopped 
after running a short distance. In the rear 
car were the flagman, Bub Griffith, of this 
city, aod six passengers, three of 
whom were colored When __ the 
detached cers stopped Flagman Griffith 
jumped off, and having told the train mn 
‘io notify the passengers that they had 
broken loose from the remainder of the 
train, immediately started back to signal 
the second train which he kuew must be 
only a few miles behind He had nut gone 
back far before he heard the approaching 
train blow and then realized the fact be 
could proceed no further, because of the 

trestle which is one hundred and fifty yards 
long and very high. He waved his flag 

as the engine in charge of Engineer 

Wisenberry, came in sight and the engi- 

neer expressed his recognition of it by im- 

mediately blov i g on brakes, but bis train 

was heavy and be was nearing the bottom 

of one of the biggest grades on the road, 

hence it was impossibletostop. As soonas 

he realized this fact, and befure crossing the 

tresiie, he reversed his engine and con- 

tinued to blow on brakes. Realizing* the 

catastrophe, heleft his seat, and standing 

in front ot tbe fire box with his hand 

on the leverawaited the shock It came 

and he was partially knocked down by a 

stick of wood from the tender, but was 

otherwis3 unhurt, though almost entirely 

shutin by a mass of debris, which was 

thrown against the engine. His life was 

probably saved by the fact that the rear of 
the tender was thrown to one side thus 
diverting the full momentum of thee 
train from the engine to the side of the cut, 

azainst which the shattered cars were piled 

up. All the passengers in the cab of the 

forward section were either killed or seri- 
ouslyinjured. Thomas A. Gaither, of this 
city, «scaped with broken ribs, but Phillip 
S. Whisnat, also of this city, Charles 
Zallers, of Pine Hook, and a negro named 

Strvud were instantly killed. The wreck 

caught fire and burned up, and at least 
one man was burned alive, 
as his cries could be heard, bat nothing 
could bedone forhim. Mr. Gaither was 
the sole survivor of the passengers in the 
cab; A large force of meo are now engaged 
in moving the wreck and building a track 

around it, 

New Orveans, December 27 —A collision 
occurred on Sunday morning betweén the 
south bound passenger and a freight train 
at the state line un the Mubile and Onio 
railroad. Two engineers and two brakemen 
were killed and several others fatally 
wounded.

The Death ot Rev. Dr. Chapin, of New 
York. 
New York, December 27.—Dr. E. H. Cha- 
pin, the well known clergyman, died in 
this city yesterday. 


The sickness which confined him to his 
house for a considerable period, terminated 
fatally but not unexpectedly, forit has 
been known for some time that there was 
no hope of his recovery. He was born in 
Union village, Washington county, Decem- 
ber 29,1814 In 1837, when 23 years of age, 
he was ordained in Utica to the Univer- 
salist ministry. He immediately began 
preaching and accepted a call to become 
pastor of the Independent Christian church, 
cf Richmond, Va., a society composed both 
ofUniversalists and Unitarians. His pastoral 
work in R chmond wascontinued with suc- 
cess til) 1840, when he accepted the charge 
of the Universalist chureb in Charleston, 
Mass. lu 1849 he came to this city in order 
to assume the pastorate of the 4th Univer- 
salist society, which he has eyer since re- 
tained.

WasHINGTON, December 27.—The state 
department has received acceptances from 
nearly all the nations to whom inyitations 
were sent to attend its international sani 
tary congress, which mvets here January |, 
1881. Those invited were the maritime 
nations of Europe avd South America, 
Mexico and the West Indies. The objec: 
of the congress is a conaparison of views on 
yellow fever and qaarantine against it. 
Owing to an objection frem Senator Ed- 
munds, the senate did not pass the house 
bill appropriating $2,500 for the expenses ot 
the congress, and it will be obliged to get 
along without some necessary assistance in 
consequence. 

Forty-nine working days remain to the 
forty-sixth vongress after tise oth of Janu- 
ary. There are eight Sundays and one bol- 
iday (Washington’s birthday), between 
January 5th and March 4th. In this time 
the majority can easily make the annual 
appropriations and pass the refunding bil! 
it itshows a disposition to work. Thus 
far four of the smallest apprwpriation bills 
have been considered by the house. Mr. 
Wood is very sanguine of being able ‘to 
pass the refunding bill on the 
5th of January if he can get 
tne floor that day. The house on Wednes- 
day agreed to limit all general debate on 
the bili to one day. In another day the 
measure should certainly be passed, en- 
rolled and sent to the senate. As it has 
been decided by the democrats to abandon 
anything in the nature of merely partisan 
legislation, there need be no waste of time 
in political discussion of the legislative, 
executive and jucicial appropriation bills. 
Barring the time necessary to be taken to 
count the electoral votesin February, the 
remainder of the session can be devoted to 
the appropriation bills and to other matters 
of national importance. 

In public the republicans have expressed 
a determination to avoid an extra session, 
if possible They, however, will be required 
to bear the blame for an extra sessiun, if 
one occurs, Thus far they have shown a 
determination if not to delay business, at 
least to avoid ali assistance in making the 
wheeis of legislation revolve smoothly 
They stubbornly refuse to permit the ma- 
jority, which is responsible for legislation 
before the country, to pass its pubiic 
measures The democrats are now in the 
position when they must really hand over 
the business of congress to the republicans, 
or assume the responsibility for an extra 
session. There will undoubtedly bea fight 
between the parties over the counting of 
the electoral votes. The democrats will 
deny the authority of the vice-president to 
declare the result.

bere are quitea number of republicans, 
however, who are anxious to see how the 
next administration will shape itself in 
matters political. If engagements. entered 
into sometime before the election, are not 
faithfully kept, Washington will howl, 
metaphorically speaking, after the 4th of 
March. Itis forthe advantage of those 
republicans who distrust General Garfield, 
to keep congress in session until after his 
policy touching appointments is settled.

The News from Africa, Greece and

GREECE AND TURKEY. 

PPILIPoPOLBs, December 27.-—Aleka Pasha 
has tendered his resignation of the governor- 
ship of Roumelea in consequence of the reso- 
lutions passed by the assembly which he 
interpreted as a vote of want of confidence 
in hisadministration. He demands permis- 
sion to go to Constantinople and explain 
matters fully. 

ATHENS, December 27.—Premier Con- 
moundoros has told M. Demay, the French 
minister, that he intends to refuse the pro 
posal for arbitration. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, December 27,—M. Tis- 
sal, the French ambassor, has informed the 
norte that the powers have accepted the ar- 
ditration proposal. The council of minis- 
ters have discussed a.circnlar to be sent the 
powers to prevent them from requesting 
the purte to accept arbitration. Should 
the porte absolutely refuse arbitration, it is 
understood that England will propose a 
new European conference, which the Turk- 
ish and Greek delegates will be invited to 
attend. 

Lonpon, December 27.—A dispatch from 
Athens to the Times says: The government 
without absolutely refusing the European 
arbitration of the Greek question, seems de- 
sirous of knowing whether Europe desires 
to recede from its former decision and 
whether it will charge itself with the exe- 
cution of its ulterior decision. The 
pusition of the government is 
very difficult, as public - opinion 
against the arbitration is very strong. 
Tne king’s language on the scheme is very 
decidedly negative; even more so than that 
of the minisiers,so that its acceptance seems 
iu possible. 

A dispatch from Berlin to the Times says, 
Turkey is resolved to bave nothing to do 
with the arbitration scheme, 

A dispatch from Constantinople to the 
Times says: It is rumored that Dersish 
Pasha. governor of Albania, has been assas- 
sinated, which seems to confirm the rumors 
that a meeting of the Albanian league bad 
condemned him to death. As none of the 
foreign embassadors here have received avy 
news on the subject, it is highly probable 
that the rumors are unfounded, buat the fact 
that they were curre:\t among Albanians in 
Constantinople, some of whom are in direct 
communication with the league, proved 
that the relations between the ieagaue and 
the porte are far from cordial, and gives 
new importance to the recent arrest by 
Dervish Pasha of the prince of the Meriditee. 
There is a.great deal of smouldering discon- 
tent among the Nurth Albanian chieis which 
might eariy prodace open sedition.

Eas, Penn., December 27.—In Franklin 
township, a few miles from here, six mem- 
bers of a family of seven have died within 
afew weeks, as supposed, from typhoid 
fever. This morning another family of 
four was reported asin a dying condition 
with similar symptoms, Dr. Germer, the 
health officer of Erie, having heard that 
these families had butchered before becom- 
ing etllicted, went out to investigate, and 
upon examining the pork eaten by the 
families, the microscope revealed swarms 
of trichinw, leaving no doubt but death 
resulted from trichinosis. A county com- 
mission is called for.

The Question ofa Watt Street Break. 

In our letter from New York, printed 
on Sunday, Mr. Grady, discussing the 
probability of an early panic in Wall 
street, wisely says that a flurry in stocks 
could not seriously affect the material 
affairs of the country. We have no 
doubt that there has been over-spec- 
ulation in stock in Wall street, and the 
impression seems to be general that there 
must be a tumble in prices more or less 
severe. But there is a prosperity in the 
country, and especially we contend in 
Georgia, that cannot be seriously affect- 
ed by a shrinkage in speculative stocks. 
Our improved methods of farming will 


tinue to earn profits—our people will 
continue to improve their houses, and 
pay for what they buy. — 

The people of the souti have little in- 
terest in the loss of marginsin Wall 
street for they have no margins at stake 
there. They have still Jess interest in the 


railroad in Georgia that is listed 
in Wall street, and their prices have 
not been pushed up above the 
dividend—paying capacity of the roads. 
Indeed we believe that there is but little 
outside capital invested in stocks at 
present. For the past few months out- 
siders have been drawing out, in appre- 
hension, andthe speculation has been 
mostly done by the “street,” the fortunes 
of which are not closely identified with 
the business or progress of the country. 
We conclude therefore that whenever 
the fall in speculative stocks comes the na- 
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fusion and disasters of the reconstruction 
period in the southern states. We see 
in our northern continua! 
complaints in regard to the southern 
bourbon, but this element, as has recent- 
1_y been demonstrated in Georgia, is 
powerless in the south. It has no follow- 
ing. Its leadership is ‘not impressive. 
[ts appeals are made from the inner edge 
of calamity. The massof the people 
nave no sympathy with it. But the 
bourbons of the north are at the head of 
the republican party; they claim to be 
the victors and they are not at all back- 
ward in appropriating the more definite 
results of success. They resent every 
manifestation of liberal sentiment in their 
section, and have been successful in their 
attempts to suppress the real reformers. 
Che best thought of the republican party 
is not represented in its councils and is 
only faintly heard in its newspapers. A 
few of these newspapers stand off and 
criticize the. procession headed by the 
machine, but they tumble in behind with 
‘atal facility. Tas Constirvtion, which 
is democratic, ismore independent of the 
dictation of party bosses and leaders than 
any northern newspaper which is avow- 
edly independent. It thus happens that 
while the southern bourbons = are 
powerless, the northern’ republi- 
can bourbons are pluming them- 
selves on their recent vic- 
tory, and propose to celeprate it by the 
adoption of a programme which if even 
attempted will give the southern bour- 
bons a definite excuse for existence, and 
undo all that reasonable discussion has 
accomplished in Georgia and in the 
south. This is the danger—and it is 
danger of a kind that ought to interest 
such organs of northern opinion as really 
have the political welfare of the country 
at heart. For our part, we propose to 
fight these northern bourbons to the last, 
and it will not be our fault if we are 
driven to take up a position with the 
southern bourbons. 
Official Records of the War 

The governtent has published the 
first volume of the official war records on 
file in the department. This volume is 
Civided into four chapters—the first de- 
voted to operations in Charleston harbor 
from December 20, 1860, to April 
14, 1861; the second to the se- 
cession of Georgia, January 3 to 
January 26, 1861; the third to the seces- 
sion of Alabama and Mississippi; and 
the fourth to operations in Florida, Jan- 
uary 6, to August 31, 1861. ° The bulk of 
the volume is made up of correspondence 
the most of which is perfectly familiar 
to the readers of Tue Constitution, and 
which need not be reviewed here. 
The volume and those to follow 
it, however, will be the _ basis 
of areal history of the war 
and its causes which is_ yet 
to be written. Some of the dispatches 
are merely curious, but most of them are 
interesting. Among other things, there 
is a letter from Captain Arnold E!zey, 
in relation to the demand of Governor 
Brown, of Georgia, for the surrender of 
the United States arsenal at Augusta. 


The letter is as follows: 


HEADQUARTERS AUGUST:, GA., ARSENAL. Jan- 
uary 23. 1861,1 p m.—sir: I am officially inform. 
ed by the governor of Georgia, now in Augusta, 
supported be a superior military force, that 
Georgia having resumed exc usive sovereignty 
over h.r soil, it has become bisa du’y to require 
me to with ‘raw the troops under my cemmand 
at the earliest practicable moment from the limits 
of the stare. Hedeclar-s his intention to take 

ssession of the arsenal and propdses to receipt 
or the public property and account for thes me 
ou adjustment between the state of Georgia and 
the United States of America. He further de- 
clares that the retention of troops upon the soil 
of Georgia after remonstrance is. under the laws 
of nations, an act of hostility. claiming th t the 
state now is not only at peace but anxious to cul- 
tivate the most amicable relations with the United 
States government, and that amanswer from me 
to his demand is required at nine o'clock a. m. 
to morrow. An immediate answer to this com 
munication is respectfally requested. Very re- 
spectfully, your obedient eervant,

When tae bill was pending in the senate I ad- 
vocated it3 passage, be:icviug at the time that it 
was 4 wise aud humane messu e, and nothing 
Nas oc_urred since to chan. e my views in regard 
toit The law had not beeu iu operation six 
mouths vefore a ciamor for its repeal was rais d 
by several uf the Geurgia papers. When the leg 
isiature re assemblel, in the summer of 1879, the 
scale pussed anu act repealing this law, but tue 
house refused to concur—so the act stands as it 
Originally passed. I beiicve that lam safe io say 
ing that ali the clamor grew out of tue action of 
the jury lu # celebrated case, in which they rec- 
vumMmended ithe accused to mercy, when others 
huugothsought w have been hung.

At the breaking out of the rebellion a 
brother of William B. Woods was made 
colonel of a regiment William B. Woods 
lieutenant-colonel and a brother-in-law, 
William Warner, major. As the war pro- 
gressed the elder Charles R. Woods was 

romoted to geveral, and William B 

oods succeeded to the colonelcy of the 
regiment, with his brother-in-law, Warner 
as lieutenant colonel. Before the war closed 
both Charies R. and William B Woods 
were made generals, and William Warner 
got the sametitle. The elder of the broth- 
ers is still in the army, on the retired list, 
badly wounded. Oa his return home Gen- 
eral Willard Warner was elected to the 
state senate in 1866, and while a senator of 
Ohio, his term of office not expiring until 
January 1868, went to Alabama, and was 
elected a carpet-bag Senator of the United 
States. General William B. Woods went 
south immediately after the close of the 
war, and it was thought at the time that 
his influence elected Warner to the senaie, 

Genera! Grant, while president, appointed 
William B. Woods one of the circuit judges 
of the United States court, anda few days 
since President Hayes promoted him to the 
supreme bench of the United States, in 
which situation, if he has learned enough 
of law since he left Ohio, he will make an 
excellent jujge. ‘The belief is that he is 
honest and will do right, and that he never 
cap be made to act the role of a Bradley, 
and do wrong at the demand of his party. 
As an equity lawyer he can be trusted, for 
his effuria will be to administer justice. 
fairly; and if as a judge he provesa fail- 
ure, it will be because of his want of eariy 
training and application in law knowledge, 
not because he is or ever was deemed 
corrupt. As circuit jadge in the south 
he was popular, and the people had the 
greatest coufidence not only in bis integrity. 


decisions on the bench. That he was fearless 
in the discharge of his duty as a lawyer, I 
speak whereof I know. In the winters ot 
1862-63, while Grant’s aPmy was opposite 
Vicksburg, at Young’s Puvint, and Coio- 
nel Woods was under the immediate 
cCoummaud’ of Generali Sherman, the 
latter pad a correspondent of the 
New York Herald, named Locke, arrested 
on the charge that in one of his 
letters to his paper Locke had mentioned 
matters that had by miiitary orders been 
interdicted as giving information to the 
enemy. The penalty was a severe one— 
death, A military court was called for the 
trial of Locke, who applied to Colonel W. 
B. Woods to defend him as his lawyer. In 
doing this, Woods raked Sherman unmerci- 
fully for his petty spite against newspaper 
correspondents. Surprised at this, I asked 
Colonel Woods if he did not think Sherman 
would resentsuch language tothe detriment 
of the speaker. He replied that Sherman 
was lawyer enough to know that counsel 
had, and an honest one would always exer- 
cise, the right ofspeaking his mind freely 
when it would inure to the benefit of his 
client. Locke was acquitted, because the 
court deemed the language of the letter he 
wrote to the Herald did not justify the 
construction General Sherman put Upon it. 


Jadge Woods notan Ohio Man. 
Chattanooga Times, 

Judge William B. Woods was not born in 
Ohio. That will be some comfort to several 
people. Before the war he was a stalwart 
democrat, and democratic speaker of the 
Ohio house of representatives, He is from 
Virginia stock, and was born in Kentucky. 
He entered the war as lieutenant-colouel of 
the 76th Obio infantry. He specially dis- 
tinguished himself as brigade commander 
at Arkansas Bluffs, in a short, sharp, and 
bloody charge. That we believe, made 
bim a brigadier. He closed out his 
Ohio interests at the end of the 
contest and settled quietly down to plant- 
ing in Alabama, becoming the owner of a 
large plantation. He was made chancellor 
of that state without a struggle on his part, 
and especially because he was preferred by 
the ex-confederate lawyers. His appoiat- 
ment as United States circuit judge was 
acceptable to the various bars of Alabama 
and Georgia, and the bar associations in 
those states want him confirmed as associate 
justice of the supreme court. 

Having been misled by a blundering re- 
publican Washington correspondent as to 
the real residential and political status of 
Judge Woods, we cheerfully state the facts 
in the case. 

He is the owner ot a handsome residence 
in Atlanta, holds considerable stock in the 
Tecumseh furnace, Alabama, aod has bank 
stock in Montgomery ard Mobile. He 
seems to be of those who came. south on 
his own motion, invested all he had in the 
home of his adoption, and has added there- 
to his savings, 

We have been urged to correct our first 
judgment of Vr. Woods by some of his 
personal friends, and would have done so at 
an earlier date, but that we preferred to 
wait the action of the lawyerson his circuit. 
Their sentiments toward him and his nom- 
ination has surprised and pleased us no 
little. We always help the men who came 
or staid south after the war in good faith, 
and really helped to the extent of their 
means in the reia>ilitation of the finest 
country under the sun. Judge Woods 
should be promptly confirmed.
